FERTILIZING OFTEN 


In a lawn we crowd many 
plants in a sm jall area, to produce 
nick compact turf..

As soon as it is cut, we 
and feed it again to cause 
the plants to respond and move 
once more into active growth. 
This consistent harsh treatment 
causes the grass to use up all 
available plant foods rapidly, 

It will be realized that the lawn 
can only be maintained in perfect 
shape by replacement.of the plant 
foods used.
